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| BRIEF SUGGESTIONS TO THE AMATEUR ON HOW TO GROW BETTER DAHLIAS 


1. Select easily grown varieties and those giving full satisfaction. 
Prepare the selected planting spot well and place the supporting stake. 


Dig a hole next to the stake, about 10 inches in diameter and 7 to 8 inches deep, and place 
one handful of bonemeal in the hole, or any other recommended fertilizer and mix thoroughly 
with the soil before planting. 


4. Place roots in flat position with the sprout or “eye” facing upwards. Cover lightly with 
about 2 inches of soil. In doing this be careful not to damage the sprout. As the plant 
grows, fill around the stem with soil. 


56. Do not plant too early. At times, too early planting spoils good roots. I would suggest 
planting from June 1st on, except in climates where a short growing season is prevalent. 
In that case use your own judgment. 


6. Keep the soil well cultivated throughout the season, and prevent weeds from outgrowing the 
plant. 


7. Water plants during hot weather at least once a week. Do not merely sprinkle them, but 
soak them. This must be done after sundown. 


8. Tie the plant to the supportive stake with soft cord, at distance of 12 inches apart. This is 
done as an added security against destruction by wind and storm. Spray with any reliable 
parasitacide at least once every two weeks. 


9. About August 1st, scatter a handful of bonemeal about 6 inches around the stem and rake 
it gently into the soil. Other fertilizers may be used if desired. Do not use excessive amounts 
of fertilizer as injury to the roots will result. 


10. About August 15th, the same treatment as above is applied. Disbudding at this time aids 
in the formation of bigger and better flowers and longer stems. This should insure good 
results. If any other information is desirable, I will gladly forward you the same. 


11. Spraying is advisable when necessary with any good recommended insecticide.

Last spring I purchased and planted 100 Dahlia seeds from you. I was delighted with the 
results of my venture. I grew about sixty plants from the packet. I am quite sure that more 
plants came up but I was out of town for one month so was unable to get the plants out of the 
cold frame as soon as they were ready, so they became too crowded and some were lost. I feel 
that I cannot properly express the delight I had with those plants, they bloomed very freely until 
cut down by frost one week before Thanksgiving. All but four of them produced double blooms 
of large size and really breath-taking beauty and those were colors I had never seen in Dahlias 
before.

and always in bloom. 
HOW TO GROW DAHLIA FROM SEED 


There are many ways that dahlia seeds are started, and grown, on account of the 
different climatic conditions, and the length of the growing season, here in New York 
City, I have been getting wonderful results as follows: About April lst, I select an 
open sunny location in my garden and spade this to a depth of about 8 inches and 
rake the soil until it is finely broken, and not lumpy, then with a hoe make trenches 
about 4 inches in depth and about i2 inches apart. 


Then place a seed about every 2 inches apart in these trenches and cover with 
about one half inch of soil, water lightly and cover with about 2 or 3 inches of peat 
moss, as a protection against a slight frost or cold. About May list carefully remove 
the peat moss and in another week or two you will see the young dahlia plants breaking 
through the ground, add a little more soil to the trench and around the plants that are 
showing above ground, so that they will get better and stronger root formation. About 
June Ist many of these plants will be about 4 or 5 inches above the ground, showing 
two to three sets of leaves and the stems will be about the thickness of an ordinary 
match. They are then about the right size for transplanting. 

In colder climates and where the growing season is not so long, is to start the 
seeds in boxes or flats about 20 inches long, 12 inches wide and 4 inches deep. Make 
3 or 4 trenches about 2 inches deep and plant the seed about every 2 inches apart in 


these trenches and cover with about a half inch of soil. These seeds should be planted 
about 2 months before it is reasonably safe to transplant the young plants out into the 
open. 


The box should be kept in a warm room and near a window that faces a sunny 
location. About 2 or 3 weeks later, they will be breaking out of the ground and when 
they are about 3 or 4 inches high, they should be removed from the box and transplanted 
into 8 inch flower pots, and on warm, sunny days, should be left out into the open to 
gradually harden, and when you believe that the time is right for their permanent 
transplanting as described above, then plant them as directed, and they will grow into 
strong, healthy plants, as good if not better than plants grown from tubers. 

Of course if you have a greenhouse or a cold frame facilities, it will simplify 
matters by starting your seeds about March 15th and using the above last two paragraph 
princlples.
